Saturday night he would leave

leader Ayatullah Khomeini. 

"As a patriotic Iranian who 
considers hunsetf as a small 
member of the glorious move- 
mem and as a person who be- 
lieves in the leadership of Lbe 
svyatuuah,... I have decided to 
go to Paris within 48 hours to 
have toe pleasure of meeting 
him and 10 seek advice on the 
future of the country ” Bakfr- 
tiar said in a special radio ad- 
dress. 

The surprise announcement 
to the nation came shortly after 
the prime mimsier said in a 
radio interview that “agents 
and enemies" as well as "tech- 
nical difficulties" at strike- 
bound Mehrabad International 
Airport had delayed the return 
of the exiled religious leader 
whose mass movement forced 
the Shah to leave the country 
on "vacation." 

Khomeini has branded Bakh- 
tiar's government as illegal be- 
cause it was appointed by the 
amah. 

In his earlier radio interview, 
Bakhtiar said “the return of 
the Ayatullah Khomeini is bis 
aosolute right, but under the 
present, alarming conditions 
that we have here, there are 
irresponsible dements in all 
tanks of society.”

Ooly a miracle can now save Iran trom plunging into 
the abyss of civil war. A miracle saved the day at Tehran 
airport when thousands of Iranians inarched on it to receive 
Ayatollah Khomeini, the exiled religious leader, but found, 
themselves facing (he array guns and tanks. A bloody con- 
frontation was avoided hours later as troops opened fire on 
demonstrators near Tehran University. One spark now appears 
to be enough to light up the powder keg 

The army is taking the side of moderate Prime Minister 
Dr. Shahpour Bakhtiar against the unbending Khomeini. Dr. 
Bakhtiar has asked foe Imam to delay his return by three 
weeks but the religious leader says he win return as soon as 
the airport is reopened. The people who marched on the 
airport were obviously unaware of these exchanges and the 
change of plans. With reports that a minor air force rebellion 
bad taken {dace a few days ago the army may be less inclined 
to stage a coup d’etat but more determined to support a 
moderate prime minister. 1 

Should reason surrender to the vertigo of personal am* 
bi lions and intransigence on all sides, the Iranian, earthquake 
would reverberate throughout the Middle East. There will he 
no way of containing it inside the Iranian border and neigh- 
bors will be affected directly or indirectly, whether they so 
desire or not. Have the Arabs prepared themselves for the 
possibility of prolonged upheaval in Iran? 

While praying that such a day may never come, the 
Arabs, especially the neighbors of Iran, must work out con- 
tingency plans. Naturally, the best policy is to remain 
strictly neutral. This may not endear the Arabs to the various 
I bickering groups which are in desperate need of foreign help 
I and recognition but at least the eventual victor will not later 
complain that the Arabs supported his enemies. 

Admittedly, this type of neutrality it only negative but 
the immediate Arab neighbors of Iran cannot afford to 
^mble for fear that ihey may back a loser. Other Arabs 
have more freedom in choosing sides in Iran. For exam p le, 
it is safe for the Shah to stay in Morocco which is several 
thousand miles away, but it would have been extremely dan- 
gerous if be had been accepted in Kuwait or Qatar for ex- 
ample. In this vein, the reported contacts between Khomeini 
and the Palestinian resistance movement could be advantage- 
ous. Any successor of the Shah will adopt a more friendly 
attitude toward the Palestinian cause than the exiled emperor. 
In this particular case of Khomeini this support has a strong 
religious base which is unchangeable. It js now understood 
that Khomeini may slop over in Damascus on his way to 
I Tehran and hold talks with President Hafez Assad and com- 
mando leader Yasser Arafat. The outcome of such talks roust 
be favorable. Bui for the Arabs in general ir is not states- 
manlike tn throw all with Khomeini, the Shah or any oilier 
single group. The Arabs wish the Iranians peace and prosperi- 
ty and must impress on their co-rcligionists ihase unselfish 
feelings.

WASHINGTON— 
The World Bank has an- 
nounced that it will lend up 
tn S3 billion to developing 
countries for oil and natural 
gas exploration and production. 

Capping more than two years 
of discussion, the Bank's wid- 
ened energy production prog- 
rams could provide loans to 
more than SO less -developed 
countries (LDCs) over the next 
five yeare. 

"This opens the doors to 
new development," said Efrian 
Friedman, head of the World 
Bank's energy specialists. Fried- 
man says that the new energy 
programs would help some un- 
developed countries who are 
now importing oil and gas to 
become self-sufficient in energy 
and could help other countries 
become net exporters. 

The expanded energy loon 
program will double the extent 
of foe World Bank's energy 
program over the next five 
years. 

Ernest Stem, a World Bank 
*\ice president, cautioned two 
weeks ago that ooiy a small 
amount will go to exploration 
. drilling, and estimated that two 
or three loans a year will be 
made for exploration projects.

At 
the Bonn economic summit last 
summer, however, the beads of 
state of the industrial countries 
agreed in principle that the 
Bank's activities in energy 
should be widened to help al 
leviate the severe impact that 
high oil prices have had on

Bank officials have estimated 
Chat as many as 50 or more 
Third World countries could 
become self-sufficient in oil pro- 
duction by 1990 if the Bank’s 
program js successful. The 
Bank also issued projection's 
suggesting that the non-OPEC 
developing countries could lo- 
wer their overall oil imports 
from nearly 2 million barrels 
of oil a day in 1975 to about 
£00,000 barrels of oil a day 
by 1985.

QOM. Iran — 

He sits cross-legged on the 
Persian-carpeted floor in his 
sparsely furnished home in this 
holy city — a gentle 76-yea r- 
old man with a long gray 
beard and lively eyes behind 
horned- rimmed glasses. 

He spends his days receiving 
followers, friends and emissa- 
ries from abroad — all of 
whom come for his aid and 
counsel. 

For the Ayatullah Kazem 
Shariattnadari is the most' im- 
portant religious leader inside 
Iran — with a following se- 
cond only to that of the Aya- 
tullah Khomeini, wiho was ex- 
iled in 1963 and lives near Pa- 
ris. 

While Khomeini has issued 
fiery pronouncements calling 
for the overthrow of the go- 
vernment and establishment of 
a conservative Islamic republic, 
Sharioanadari bos demonstra- 
ted moderation and coolness. 

Shariattnadari may represent 
the forces in Iran foat are try- 
ing to keep the country — th- 
rough compromise and cons- 
titutionality — from tearing i«- 
vlf apart. 

And, ultimately, some politi- 
cal sources believe chat yhen 
Khomeini does return to Iran, 
his extremist views may be 
tempered or even overshadow- 
ed by the influence of the soft- 
spoken scholar of Qom. 

Now that the Shah has left 
the country, what does Shariat- 
madari see ahead in Iran? 

“We are still waiting for the 
details of the reported Islamic 
Revolutionary Council to he 
«et up by the Ayatullah in Pa- 
ris. We haven't beard anything 
about the composition, how- 
ever. 

“If we do have a revolu- 
tionary council, we should then 


think of a way to form a go- 
vernment that will be a legal 
i-ne — accepted not only by 
the people but by the army and 
also by other countries." 

Shariattnadari did not seem 
to be in 3tiy great hurry to 
bring down the government of 
Prime Minister Shahpour 
Bakhtiar, as many of the de- 
monstrators are calling for du- 
ring the current marches. 

"I want a government based 
on laws," he said, “and that is 
the kind of government we 
should think about creating.” 

Thus. Shariattnadari appears 
to be a constitutionalist and 
one who believes that compro- 
mises will probably be neces- 
sary to get the widest range of 
political support for a new 
Islamic -oriented government. 

Shariattnadari is the leading 
man of learning in this Shiite 
center of scholarship. Qom is 
a city of 300,000 people 1 2Gkms 
south of Tehran. 

The streets are fuli of thou- 
sands of turbaned, long- robed 
students training to become 
mullahs who study theology 
here — sometimes for 20 or 
30 years. Shariatmadari opera- 
tes an institute of theology here, 
too. 

It was in Qom that Khomei- 
ni first attacked the Shah’s re- 
gime and was exiled to Iraq in 
1963. 

A year ago, a demonstration 
on Khomeini's behalf here led 
to an attack by army troops 
that set off the whole series 
of insurrections of 1978 lead- 
ing to the Shah's departure. 

Friends of Shariaimadari say 
that there is no rivalry bet- 
ween him and the 78-year-old 
Khomeini. 

Shariattnadari says he has 
no political ambitions. He told 


a recent questioner: “You 

might as well ask me if I'm 
going to open a shop in the 
bazaar. Being a merchant is a 
job. Being a politician is a job. 
But it’s not my job.” 

Asked whether he was op- 
timistic about Iran's political 
future, Shariattnadari said: 
Tm afraid something could 
happen to sink the country in- 
to mure trouble and violence. 
I would try to stop it. I will 
do everything I can to stop 
violence.” 

As to whether his methods 
are different from Khomeini’s, 
he said: “We might have dif- 
ferent' tactics, but the end is 
the same — an Islamic repub- 
lic." 

Shariaimadari realizes that 
many officer* in die army are 
not happy about the departure 
of the Shah and the prospect 
of an Islamic council to take 
over the reins of government 
“There is always (he possibility 
of an army takeover,'' he said, 
"but we will do everything we 
can to avoid it.” 

As for the strikes that conti- 
nue to plague Iran, Sbariattna- 
dari said that stoppages invol- 
ving food and oil supplies 
should be stopped immediately. 
He said the religious leadership 
was worried about outside in- 
fluences that might be disrup- 
ting o:l production by urging 
workers to strike. He did not 

rule out that these workers 

might be influenced by small 
communist groups in the oil 
fields. 

“These influences are defi- 
nitely the work of small, well- 
organized groups — not the 

mass of workers," he said. 

As to whether Khomeini 
should return from exile and, 
if so, how soon, Shariattnadari 
said: “We want him to come 
home now." — (LAT)

Senators urge haste 
in buying Mexico oil 

WASHINGTON. Jan. 27 (R) — Two influential U.S. 
Senators have urged President Carter to speed 19 negotiations 
for the purchase of Mexican oil and natural gas to decrease 
dependence on OPEC suppliers. 

The recommendation came in a statement Friday ac- 
companying a report on the booming Mexican oil industry 
prepared for the Senate Foreign Relations Committee and the 
■joint economic committee of toe House of Representatives and 
Senate. 

Sen. Edward Kennedy (D.-Mass.) said that “it is a mistake 
...to take a hardline position at this time on Mexican natural 
gas. If a large supply exists... consumers have a chance of 
seeing gat, prices rolled back in a free market.’* 

Sen. Frank Church, (D. Idaho,) chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, said that with proper planning “Oil and 
gas purchased from Mexico can replace OPEC crude oil." 

Negotiations for U.S. purchase of Mexican oil have been 
bogged, down over price. President Carter is expected to dis- 
cuss the issue when he visits Mexico next month. 

The congressional report said that although Mexico is 
likely to follow prices set by OPEC, it would probably not 
join ibe organization.
